The king of Portugal, Carlos I., has 
banished the Crown Prince Liuz to

In consequence of the crown prince 
re m o n stra tin g with his father against 
the dictatorial regim e carried on by 
Senor Franco, the prim e minister, 
w ith the k i n g ’s assent and support.

know n, represented to his fa th e r the 
inadvisability of continuing the pres­ 
ent m ethod of governm ent, which,
